YELLOW FEVER.

Eevernl Dﬂuh% from thi Niwense—It In
rBrought Mere by n MilthygJnmalon Vessel,

The citizens of the southeastern portion of
the city have been thrown into a state of great
alarin by a rumor that several denths had oe-
curred recently at the Lazaretio fiom vellow
fever. On inquiry it bas been found that the
rumor was true, but there s some consolation
in learning that the disease has abated, and that
slnce day before yesterday no deaths have oe-
curred, Those still suffering with the malady
are reported to the health authorities this morn-
ing aa being in an Improving condition. The
discase was brought bere by the barque Home,
from Black river, Kingston, Jamaica. She ar-
rived off the Quarantine on the 20th of June
last, with o eargo of logwood. It being reported
to the officers stationed at that post that her
commander, Captain Phillips, had died of a
malignant fever on the pussage, the vessel was
brought to and examined.

Bhe was found to be in a perfectly filthy con-
dition, and in addition to this & lot of loathsome
rags were packed away in the hold. These
were taken to the quarantine wharl, where the
match was applied, and in & short time nothing
but cinders were left. While this was belng
done the cargo wastaken out and brought up to
Windmill Island, where It now lies,

Shortly after the destruction of the rags, the
children of Jacob Pepper, the keeper of the
notel adjncent to the station, were tanken down
with a fever, from which they all recovered.
Mre, Enos, the mother-ln-law of Mr. Pepper,
was aleo talien sick, and, after haviog shown
every symptom of yellow tever, died daring the
early part of last week. The servant girl in the
same family, after having exhibited prominent
eymptoms of the same disense, was taken to the
residence of some of her relatives near Darby,
where ghe explred. Mr. Pepper himself was
the next vietim, and died on Sunday last. Mra,
Mary Johnson, a sister-in-law of the deceased, is
now in bed, suffering with the faver. Mrs. Mary
Kugler,wifec of the steward of the Quarantine, was
also laid up, and in a short time died. Dr,
Thompson, the physician in charge of the Qua-
rantine, after working encreetically to prevent
the sprend of disense, is alse now Iaid up.
Pilot J. Bennett, of Cape May, atter Iyiog a
few days in this city, died. — Giriffiths,
gecond mate of the Home, and two of her crew,
also expired in the bullt-up portion of Phila-
delphia, - — Dogeat, captain of one of (he
lighters which carried the cargo to Windmill
Island, died at Port Carbon, and his wife and a
eon fell vietlms to the malady at the Lazaretto,

The Home, on being eleaned and fumigated
came up to the city during the latter part of
the week, but the Health Officer directed her
return to Quarantine, where she is now anchored,
The Health Officer is actively engaged in inves-
tigating whether there are any other cases in
the city, =0 that they may be removed to the
Municipal Hospital, and the buildings they have
been oceupying fumigated,

Toe GervMAsTOWN Pusnic BaTns.—The Kal-
ley's dam public bath at Germantown was
opened on Saturday Inst, and was patronized Ly
about three hundred bathers doring the day.
The accommodations are not of the best, but
the Inteness ol the season would not warrant
much outlay. Applicants for admission to the
bath after 10 P. M. are denied.

The building of bath-honse No. 2, to be lo-
cated on a portion of the Town Hall lot, has
veen commenced, The contractor i3 Charles
Miller. Esq, Haines stréet. The lhouse will
bave a Malu-street frontave, on a line with and
north of the ball Tt will be a frame structure
and painted, sixteen feet high. Beps will lead
to the main entrance, which wil be placed in
the centre of the front, The frontage will be
eixty lest and the depth thirty feet. The main
antrance will lead into a reception room, twenty
by twelve feet, and frem thence a door leads to
the bathing apartment, The bath proper will
be forty-elght by twoenty-four feet, and have an
even depth of four feet. A platlorm six feet
wide will surround it.

WHO KILLED NATHAN!

e —

A Confuslon of Theorlea nnd Parzling Speenln=
tlonn—The Mysterious Poaper Found-It Is n
mtodkbrolier's List,

The New York World to-day elys: —If the so
lution of the myatery in whieh the Nathan mur
der is involved depends upon the arrest of the
assasgin, it I8 as far from being reached to-day
a8 it was on the morning of the dizcovery of the
horrible deed. The. farther men become re-
moved from the night of the tragedy, the more
they speculate in regard to how the murder was
committed, what motive it was done for, and
who did it.

The “dog" has, as yet, failed to speak the
facts counected with the assassination. The
key of the sale bhas not yet unlocked the mys-
tery. The bloody footprints on the stairs have
been explained, and the explanation has only
deepened the mystery. Other things conuected
with the murder bave been subjecied to that
pecalinr analytical examination which experi-
enced deteotives glve to matters which are ofll-
cially entrusted to them, but the solution 15 not
yot.

If theorizing over the why, the wherefore,
and the manner of n myaterious murder ought to
lead to an unravelling of the mystery,it ought to
do s0 in the case of the asspssin of Benjamin
Nathan. For, as every intelligent man wall
knows, much theorizing has been done on the
subject., For Instance, the deteclives, who are
supposed to be acting in accordance with the
suggestions and theories given ont by Superin
tendent Jourdan, started out with the idea,

I, That the murderer was a sneak-thief who
bad entered the house for petty plunder, but
who, discovering a bigger prize than he had
looked for, “went for I."” to use a cant phrase,
and found that he could not get away with it
without committing murder, Mr, Nathan having
been awakened by the nolse made by the thief,
and haviog made a fight with the robber.

2. That the murder was done by a man who
was no! 'a professional burglar—they having
formed Lhis opinion from what they call the
bungling manner in which the robbery was com-
mitted, and from the instrument of death used
by the man in killing his vietim.

3. That some loafer passing the hounse when
the front door or basement was open had
entered the dwelling and secreted himself until
the late hours of the night, when he began to
gearch tbe place for plunder, and, being sur-
prised by Mr. Nathan, a strugzia ensued which
resulted in the death of the latter.

4. That the murder was committed by one of
the workmen employed in repairing the honse—
atheory which was soon expleded.

5 That some of these workmen may have
spoken In some bar-room about the careless
mapner in which the doors of [the house were
frequent!y left open, and that some burglar,
overhearing the talk, mayv have resolved on
Yoracking" the “erib” for the purpose of
making a havl of eome valuable **sway.

6. That it was some acquaintance of Mr.
Nathan who did the deed, from some motive,
business or otherwise, at present unkonown.

Other theories have been set forth by the de-
tectives, but not one of them has as yot resulted
in golving the mystery of the murder. That
the officers have worked hard and assiduously
in the mmatter there is no doubt; and, from cer-
tain rumors that have been put in eircalation, it
is qunite likely, notwithstanding the fallure of a
majority of the theories advanced, that the de-
tectives are confident that they know the name
of the murderer, and that they bope to “bag"”
thelr wan ere the lapse of many hours,

THAT PIECE OF PAVER—AN [IMPORTANT STATE-
MENT, .

There bas been much said relaiive o a plece
of paper that was picked up from the stoop of
Mr. Nathan's residence on the morping of the
murder. At the Inquest yesterday, a news-
boy nwmmwed James Nies testitied that he
gaw o man pick up a plece of paper from the
stoop oun that mornivg, and Lbhat this
man wore a white hat, white pants, and grey
coat, and that bis clothlng belng covered with
lime and mortar gave him the appearance of
Delng O IAson.
plece of paper looked like a bank check. Io
connection with this testimony, the following
siatement, pereonally furnished to the writer,
cannot fail 1o be read with serions Interesi; —

I was at work (sald the informant) at Mr, Williamn
C. White’s place, at the foot of Eleventh street and
the East river, until about 10 o'clock on the aight of
the murder. | am an epglueer there, | went from
that place about that hour to Avemnue A, where |
took an Avenue A car and rode o Twenky-third
street aud Bropdway., There [ got out and went
along Tweniy-third street towards rthe North river.
After getting out of the car 1 noriced two men lean-
ing aguinst the railing in front of AMr. Peckhiam’'s
residence, oa the corper of the street, next door (o
Mr, Nathap's, The men were well dressed sud were
conversing as I rmnmi.
